The book circulation was as follows: Adult books 2204; Juvenile 
books 1976; Total; 4180. 1958 books were taken from the bookmo- 
bile. The bookmobile also leaves books at Central School and other 
stations throughout the town. Miss Baker, Bookmobile Librarian, 
reports a circulation of these books through December of 3038 
making a total from the library and the town of 4996 books. 


98 new books were added to the library. 28 adult and 56 
juvenile.

To the Selectmen of the Town of Colrain: 


Herewith is my first annual report of activities as Director, 
Western Franklin Veterans’ Service Center. 


Office contacts for the year numbered 2185 with the following 
breakdown of services rendered.

We have knowledge of twenty seven young men from the towns 
comprising the District who have entered the Armed Forces during 
the past year. 


Veterans files of the District continue to grow, we now have 
2,136 folders on Veterans from the Ten Town District. 


Our public assistance program or veterans’ benefits, furnished 
financial aid to 23 families with a total of 41 persons involved. Of 
this total, we received and processed 8 new applications. Towns com- 
prising the District expended $22,806.87 for this aid. The towns are 
reimbursed by the state, fifty per cent (50%) for Town Settled cases 
and one hundred per cent (100%) for State Settled cases. 


The 1965 District Maintenance and Operating budget was estah- 
lished at $8,880.00 and of this a total of $8,240.92 was expended. 


Credit for the majority of the accomplishments reported above 
must be given to Mr. Robert E. Scott, my predecessor, who retired 
on November 30, 1965 after serving the District honorably for more 
than 20 years. I’m sure that you will join me in wishing Bob the 
best of everything in his much earned retirement. 


My thanks to the District Committee for their guidance and 
cooperation during the short period that I have served as Director.

FIRE CHIEF’S REPORT 


As 1965 comes to a close, we pause to look back over the record 
and achievements of your Fire Department. 

Your firemen answered twenty fire calls and fifty-four am- 
bulance calls during the past year. Although we had six more calls 
than last year, we had no serious fires to contend with. 

Your fire apparatus is in good condition. Although the old 
truck is slow and outdated, as far as the fire-underwriters are con- 
cerned, it still serves us well as a second truck. We should, how- 
ever, replace the old Hale portable pump. These portables are neces- 
sary in a community such as ours, where we have to relay our 
water from so many different sources. 

The hose washer was purchased this year with a great savings 
to the town. We had an appropriation of $650. This was the quoted 
price for a circle air hose washer, a fair-traded item. When I in- 
vestigated the possibility of another brand, I found one that ans- 
wered our needs, here in Colrain very well, at a savings to us of 
around $500. 

I also have purchased a Lyport III S & J Resuscitator. This will 
be used, not only for the protection of the firemen, but will also be 
available to all who have need for it. We have trained personnel 
to use it. 

The Firemen’s Association purchased a later model ambulance 
to insure better service to their patrons. We still have some who 
haven’t renewed their membership for next year. This should be 
done at once if you wish to continue your ambulance membership. 

We have installed a fire siren at Foster Streeter’s gas station. 
This was a gift from a New York fire company through the courtesy 
of Mr. Newbury, one of our summer residents. This will be of great 
help in calling out our firemen who live in the Griswoldville section 
of town. 

The firemen were very disappointed that the Finance Com- 
mittee failed to pursue their investigation into the possibilities of a 
new fire station. They were the ones who made the proposal to the 
Fire Department. Although I have recognized the need for separating 
the fire station from the town garage for some time, I felt it would 
be a hopeless project in Colrain without the backing of the Fi- 
nance Committee and the voters. When the Finance Committee 
made the first move I was elated that they realized the need for 
more room at the town garage. The firemen are looking forward 
to renewed efforts by the Finance Committee on this project. We, 
the firemen, are waiting to assist.

As directed by you, I have made an audit of the books and ac- 
counts of the town of Colrain for the fiscal year 1964, and report 
thereon as follows: 


The records of financial transactions of the several departments 
receiving or disbursing town funds or sending out bills for collection 
were examined and checked. 


Ledger accounts were compiled, and a balance sheet, which is 
appended to this report, was prepared showing the financial condi- 
tion of the town on December 31, 1964. 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer were examined 
and checked in detail. The receipts, as recorded, were analyzed and 
checked with the records of the departments making payments to 
the treasurer and with other sources from which money was paid 
into the town treasury, while the expenditures were compared 
with the selectmen’s warrants. The cash balance on January 16, 
1965 was proved by reconciliation of the bank balance with a state- 
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ment furnished by the depository, by inspection of the savings bank 
book, and by actual count of the cash in the office. 


The savings bank books and securities representing the in- 
vestment of the trust funds in the custody of the town treasurer 
and the library treasurer were examined and listed. The income 
was proved and all other transactions were verified. 


The payments on account of maturing debt and interest were 
checked with the amounts falling due and with the cancelled se- 
curities on file. 


The records of town and district tax titles and tax possessions 
were checked with the accounts of the tax collector and with the 
records at the Registry of Deeds. The amounts transferred to tax 
titles and the amounts received on account of redemptions were 
verified, and the tax titles foreclosed were proved. The tax titles 
and tax possessions on hand January 16, 1965 were listed and proved. 


The records of payroll deductions on account of Federal and 
State taxes, the county retirement system, the teachers’ retirement 
system, Blue Cross and Blue Shield, and group insurance were ex- 
amined and checked. The deductions were listed, the payments to 
the proper agencies were verified, and the balances in the general 
treasury on January 16, 1965 were proved. 


The books and accounts of the tax collector were examined and 
checked in detail. The town and district tax and excise accounts 
outstanding at the time of the previous examination, together with 
all subsequent commitments of taxes and excise, were audited and 
proved with the assessors’ warrants. The recorded collections were 
checked, the payments to the town and district treasurers were 
verified, the abatements were compared with the assessors’ records 
of abatements granted, the taxes transferred to tax titles were 
verified, the outstanding accounts were listed and proved, and the 
cash on hand on January 16, 1965 was proved by actual count. 


Further verification of the outstanding accounts was made 
by mailing notices to a number of persons whose names appeared 
on the books as owing money to the town and district, and from 
the replies received it appears that the accounts, as listed, are 
correct. 


The appropriations, as voted, were listed from the town clerk’s 
records of town meetings, and the amounts voted were compared 
with the aggregate amounts raised by the assessors in the deter- 
mination of the tax rate for 1964. 


The financial transactions of the town clerk were examined 
and checked. The receipts for dog and sporting licenses, as well as 
from gasoline registrations, were checked with the records of li- 
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censes issued. The payments to the treasurer and to the Division 
of Fisheries and Game were verified, and the cash on hand Jan- 
uary 16, 1965 was proved by actual count. 


The surety bonds filed by the several town officials for the 
faithful performance of their duties were examined and found to 
be in proper form. 


The records of receipts of the board of selectmen and the sealer 
of weights and measures, as well as of the highway, public welfare, 
veterans’ services, and school departments, and of all other depart- 
ments collecting money for the town or sending out bills for collec- 
tion, were examined and checked with the treasurer’s cash receipts. 


The books and accounts of the treasurer of the Griswold Mem- 
orial Library were examined. The receipts from investment income, 
town appropriation, and miscellaneous sources were verified, while 
the expenditures were checked with the cancelled checks and vou- 
chers on file. The cash balance on January 16, 1965 was proved by 
reconciliation of the bank balance with a statement furnished by 
the bank of deposit. 


Appended to this report, in addition to the balance. sheet, are 
tables showing reconciliations of the several cash accounts, sum- 
maries of the tax, excise, and departmental accounts, as well as 
schedules showing the transactions and condition of the trust funds. 


Cooperation was received from all town officials during the 
progress of the audit, for which, on behalf of my assistants and for 
myself, I wish to express appreciation.

JOHN G. HOLLISTER 
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REPORT OF SCHOOL SUPERINTENDENT 


To the citizens of Colrain I hereby submit the annual school 
report for the fiscal year ending December 31, 1965. 


The program at Colrain Central School continues without much 
variation. The only change in staff is in grade eight. Mrs. Schultz 
has taken over for Mrs. Gertrude Streeter who resigned to accept 
a position teaching Mathematics at Crittenden Junior High in Buck- 
land. This year grades seven and eight are semidepartmentalized 
with Mrs. Denison, for the most part, handling Social Studies and 
Language Arts, and Mrs. Schultz, for the most part, handling Math- 
ematics and Science. The rest of the elementary program is as it 
has been. 


Once the new high school is built, we will be in a position to 
offer a stronger program. We will have the space to split our large 
classes into smaller groups. We will also be able to offer a kinder- 
garten program which is so essential today. We may even be able 
to have an adequate physical education program although this would 
be difficult without a gymnasium. At least we could offer a physical 
fitness program. 


The program at Arms Academy continues to be a problem. It 
is encouraging that we are able to find capable replacements to our 
staff. It is discouraging that we cannot find the space to offer a 
more complete program. Under the circumstances, the staff is doing 
a remarkably fine job. 


The Vocational student must go to a school wherever he can 
get accepted and arrange for his own transportation. We do pay 
for the tuition and reimburse him for transportation. However we 
should be looking forward to the day when the Athol-Franklin 
County Regional Vocational School is operating. This will make it 
possible to offer an adequate Vocational Program. 


Several new Federal Aid to Education laws are now in effect. 
The school committee and the administration are looking into all 
possibilities as to how types of federal aid might aid our educational 
program. This will become a growing area of concern in the future. 


We have a fine elementary school. The elementary program 
could overcome some shortcomings if we had more space, which will 
be possible when the new high school is built. Once the Mohawk 
Trail Regional School and the Athol-Franklin County Regional 
School are built and operating, we shall have a fine secondary and 
vocational program. It is hoped that these new secondary schools 
will be a reality soon. They are urgently needed!

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REPORT OF MOHAWK TRAIL 
REGIONAL SCHOOL DISTRICT COMMITTEE 


Progress of committee activities have been excellent during the 
past year. The committee has met regularly on the 2nd Wednesday 
of each month at the Hawlemont School, Charlemont and the 4th 
Wednesday of each month at the Buckland-Shelburne Regional 
School, Shelburne. Meetings are called to order at 8:05 P.M. and 
all meetings are open to the public. 


Sub-Committees have been at work throughout the year on 
specified areas of responsibility. These sub-committees have spent 
many long hours of research and work and their reports have been 
completely discussed prior to voting by the full committee. 


Areas that have been covered this year are: 


HDUCATIONAL SPECIFICATIONS: — This sub-committee is 
charged with recommending educational specifications that are 
necessary for the proper operation of the school. They have visited 
many regional schools of the size that is proposed for Mohawk. They 
have made their recommendations, which were approved by the full 
committee and subsequently approved by the School Building Assis- 
tance Commission in Boston. From these specifications, architects 
have determined the number of rooms and supporting activities 
needed. Although this sub-committee made its recommendations in 
March, they have been active in co-ordinating minor changes to the 
school plant among the full committee, architects and the School 
Building Assistance Commission. 


THMPORARY LOAN: — By a vote of the full committee in 
January, the committee voted to issue $175,000.00 bond or notes for 
the District for preliminary expenses. Four towns in the District 
approved the vote by taking no action. Four towns approved by a 
vote at special town meeting. Money is borrowed as needed, and a 
permanent repayment agreement of these funds must be made by 
August 1, 1966. Financial figures are contained in the District 
Treasurer’s report. 


ARCHITECTS: — The firm of Alderman and MacNeish, West 
Springfield, Mass., was engaged as architects for the District at a 
special meeting of the Committee in March. A formal contract with 
this firm was signed in April. This firm thas presented many sug- 
gestions and recommendations to the committee. Their co-operation 
with the committee leaves nothing to be desired. 


SITE: — The sub-committee recommended the Dunnell pro- 
perty and on Nov. 25, 1964 the full committee voted to obtain the 
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Dunnell property as the site of the proposed school. Test pits were 
made and the property was approved by the Massachusetts De- 
partment of Health and the School Building Assistance Commis- 
sion prior to the vote to obtain this property. 


In May, the Site sub-committee recommended Mr. Andrew 
Waite as surveyor and the full committee voted to engage Mr. 
Andrew Waite to survey this property. 


By a unanimous vote of the committee on August 11, 1965, 
the committee took, by eminent domain, fifty-four (54) acres of 
the Dunnell property for the site of the proposed school. In addi- 
tion, on September 8, 1965, the committee again voted to take 
three (3). 


R. E. Chapman & Co., Oakdale, Mass., was engaged to sink a 
well in August 1965. This well was tested over a twenty-four hour 
period in September and produced 48 and % gallons a minute, a 
volume that is more than adequate for the needs of the school. 


Negotiations are underway to sell the standing timber on this 
property prior to construction of the proposed school. Areas to be 
cleared will be used for the building and supporting facilities. 


Test borings were made on the actual site by Geomeasure- 
ments, Inc. and subsoil was proved suitable for supporting the 
buildings. 


HEAT: — The heating sub-commtitee, after much research 
has recommended electric heat and the full committee voted to 
heat the proposed school by electricity. Relative to this area, pre- 
sentations were made by representatives of Western Massachu- 
setts Electric Company and the Oil Heating Institute. 


FINANCIAL: — Financial statement of the District by the 
District Treasurer appears elsewhere in this Town Report. 


PUBLICITY: — A publicity sub-committee consisting of one 
member from each of the District Towns, was appointed in Sep- 
tember. This sub-committee has spent many hours in the pre- 
paration of releases and brochures. 


COMMITTHE MEMBERS: — 
Mr. Charles Goodwin of Charlemont resigned from the Com- 
mittee in February and was replaced by Miss Doris Askew. 


Mr. Karl Jurentkuff of Rowe was replaced on the committee 
by Mr. Richard P. Stickney in March. 


Mr. Edwin Johnson of Shelburne, Chairman of the Committee 
was compelled to resign due to leaving the area and was replaced 
by Mr. Robert Wishart in August. 
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Mr. Clement H. Record of Ashfield was elected Chairman of 
the Committee in September. 


BROKER: — The firm of George D. Mirick & Son was ap- 
pointed Broker of Record in September. This action enables the 
committee and the architects to obtain insurance information that 
would not otherwise be available. 


TENTATIVE SCHEDULE: — The following tentative sched- 
ule is a guide and will climax with the signing of a contract for 
construction of the proposed school: 


February 23, 1966 — Submit complete working drawings and 
specifications to the School Building Assistance Commission 
in Boston. 

March 3, 1966 —- Committee meeting with the School Building 
Assistance Commission for approval of working drawings 
and specifications. 

March 10, 1966 — Advertize for bids for the proposed school. 

March 24, 1966 — Receive sub-bids. 


March 31, 1966 — Special meeting to receive general bids and 
vote the bond issue. Formal notification to the Boards of 
Selectmen of member towns in accordance with the agree- 
ment. 

April 11, 1966 — Meeting with the School Building Assistance 
Commission to obtain formal approval. Arrange meeting 
with the Emergency Finance Board for approval of Bond 


Issue. 
April 14, 1966 — Meeting with the Emergency Finance Board. 
April 21, 1966 — Receive results of Emergency Finance Board 
meeting. 


April 22, 1966 — Bond Counsel rules on legality of procedure 
and bonds can be issued. 


April 25, 1966 — Sign contract for construction. 


CONCLUSION: — The cooperation of the committee has been 
excellent. It is the desire and aim of the committee to present to the 
member towns, in the very near future, a plan for a school plant 
that will fill the needs of the area for many years. We have not dis- 
cussed figures for the proposed school at this time inasmuch as all 
figures are estimates and when the committee votes the bond issue 
for consideration by the eight towns in the District, the vote will 
be based on a firm contract bid. 


It is hoped that you will attend meetings and presentations to 
be presented within the District Towns so that you will be inform- 
ed of the school plant and supporting activities prior to the vote on 
the bond issue. 
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It is our hope that young people in our communities will enter 
the new school in the fall of 1967. This can be accomplished with 
the continued support of the eight towns comprising the Mohawk 
Trail Regional District School.

ATHOL-FRANKLIN COUNTY REGIONAL 
VOCATIONAL SCHOOL DISTRICT 


The Athol-Franklin County Regional Vocational Technical 
School Planning Committee reorganized after the October 20, 1964 
vote with 20 towns: Ashfield, Athol, Bernardston, Buckland, Charle- 
mont, Colrain, Deerfield, Erving, Gill, Greenfield, Leyden, Leverett, 
New Salem, Northfield, Petersham, Royalston, Shelburne, Shutes- 
bury, Sunderland, and Warwick. The proposed curriculum and ap- 
portioned costs were revised for the anticipated enrollment. 


Early in 1965 the Royalston committee withdrew from the plan- 
ning committee to join with a study committee in the Fitchburg- 
Gardner area. On February 16, 1965 a new agreement was signed 
by committee members from the remaining nineteen towns. While 
the agreement was being approved by bond counsel, School Building 
Assistance Commission, the Commissioner of Education and the 
Emergency Finance Board, preparations were made for a vote on the 
formation of a regional vocational school district April 26, 1965. At- 
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tempts to schedule the vote during annual town meetings failed due 
to the law which said the question must be voted in all nineteen 
communities within a 30 day period. 


Eighteen towns voted to establish a regional vocational school 
district in the April 26th vote. In a conference with School Building 
Assistance Commission, bond counsel, vocational education and mem- 
bers of the General Court steps were taken to validate the action of 
the 18 towns notwithstanding the fact that Gill had voted not to join 
the district. Governor Volpe signed into law on June 22, 1965, House 
Bill 4016 which officially established the Athol-Franklin County 
Regional Vocational Technical School District. 


At the organization meeting July 8, 1965, Mary E. Warner of 
Sunderland was elected Chairman, Alvin Cole of Athol - Vice Chair- 
man, and Arthur York of Greenfield - Secretary. Meetings are held 
the first and third Thursday of each month at 8:00 P.M. at the 
Greenfield Vocational School. 


Compilation of a proper budget, interviewing and screening arch- 
itect and superintendent-director candidates, and determination of 
the best available site for the school have provided a busy agenda 
for the remainder of 1965. Educational specifications will be written 
early in 1966 and the architect and superintendent-director will pre- 
pare plans for committee approval. It is hoped that ground will be 
broken in late summer 1966 and vocational-technical facilities will 
be available to all our youngsters and adults in September 1967.
